Britain, the osprey, ar fish hawk 


(Pandion haliacdies), has not appeared on, 


the lst of Uritish nesting birds for the list 
twenty wears, 

At one time this unique bird nested an- 
naally in certain of the wilier parts of 
Scotland, laut was ultimately doomed ta 
extinction by the systematic and persistent 
robbing of the nests. 

Recently T stood on the shore ofa beau- 
tiful lake in Inverness-shire and looked 
actoss the rippling waters at the tiny island 
un whieh the list pair of British osprevs 
strove pathetically, year after year, to rear 
their young. 

How the collectors could have managed, 
as they dic, to get away with the eggs: ts 
almwst inconceivable; for, in the first place, 
thev mest have ron a considerable tisk of 
being. seen as they crossed the water ty 
reach the islmnd, and to de <u in darkness 
woul] have been well-nigh impossible: 
then barbed wire was entwined around the 
trunk ef the tree, whieh would not tend 
to simplify operations: and, Instiy, the tak- 
ing of the eggs must have been accom- 
panied by a considerable degree of danger, 
tor the fet nest wis butt at the tap of 
an apparently dead branch that stood ort 
frott the top of the tree, ane it is diffientt 
to imagine how any one could have reached.

My object was to try tor seme really imti- 
mute stodies Of the home life of the HApTey, 
ind From such a vast collection of nests. 
MeL of them in satisfactory photographic 
positions, | had difficulty in deciding which 
would be the best for my purpose, Tn the 
end T selected one that seemed to possess 
several promising features: it had a dark 
hackeronnd, to my niind a mast important 
sect; its owners seemed th bet ot a less 
historstfal dispesition thin mest of the 
others; there were three well-meubated 
eers in the nest—a desirable stave atwhich 
to commence operations; and. lastly, there 
was Whit we reminded as a mascot on the 
nest in the shape of rag doll's lett ! 

Ospreys are mmch addicted to the habit 
of bringing to their nests various decors: 
tive oddiments,.suich as the dried carcasses 
of binds, crab shells, preees of board, dere- 
lictshoes, bits of clothing, and soon. Such 
treasures, generally washed up hy the ticle, 
are picked tp in the osprey's feet as it 
swings bv, and se conveyed to the nest 
(see Thastration, page 24). 

One of the most interesting curios that 
T thiseovered on an osprey’: nest was a 
book called “Lucille, Bringerof Joy.”
